Filed From Canada. 

This woman, whose name was Mrs. 
Georgie McDonald Weeks, fled togthe 
United States after her husband had 
fied suddenly, and after she had been 
tried- on the charge of attempting to 
murder the real Mrs, Sutherland by 
putting strychnine !n medicine she 
was taking for a slight illness. 
Butherland followed her to the states, 
and, after living together two years 
in Chicago, they came to St. Louis 
80 years ago as Mr. and Mrs. Suther- 
land. 

Sutherland's widow and his four chil- 
fren, are all living in Canada <oday. 
These facts were first made known to 
Attorney Vincent McShane of the law 
firm of McShane and Goodwin and were 
later told to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
by J. Sinclair Sutherland and corrob- 
prated by Mr. and Mrs. J. 8S. Robinson 
of Glenwood, Io., who were summoned 
to St. Louis by a telegram to look after 
the estate left by Sutherland.

The man, whose identity has not been 
established, walked along the footway 
unnoticed, until he reached @ point on 
the south side of the bridge, about fifty 
feet from the east tower. None of the 
workmen paid any attention to him and 
none remembers seeing him scramble 
over the railing. 


Saw Body in Water.

MEXICAN INDIANS 





Women and Children Are Tor- 
tured in Raid on Town in 
Chiapas. 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 27.—Wenceslao 
Francois, a resident of Acala, a small 
town in the State of Chiapas, was 
crucified by thé rebellious Chamula 
Indians when they sacked that place 
last Saturday, according to telegrams re- 
ceived from Tuxtla Gutierrez, the state 
capital. 

Francois’ wife and others who brought 
the story of the crucifixion to Tuxtla 
Gutierrez, also told tales of horrible 
barbarities committed by the half sav- 
age hordes in Chiapas. 

Women and children have suffered 
most, the savages making gruesome 
sport of pitching the babes high in the 
air and catching them on their lances. 
A leader of one of the fanatical mobs 
was a priest, who himself wasj killed. 
Francois’ wife was stabbed seven times 
and left for dead. 

Semi-officially it is stated tonight a 
military governor, probably Gen. Jose 
de la Luz Blanco, will be sent to 
Chiapas to restore order. 


SOCIALIST BRANDT. 
LOSES CONTEST 


Delegate Ejigel’s Demurrer 
Holding Rival Failed to Make 
Case Is Sustained. 


William M. Brandt, Socialist candidate 
for the House of Delegates from the 
Tenth Ward, Wednesday lost his con- 
test against George Eigel, Republican, 
who on the face of the returns was 
elected by 29 majority. 

After Brandt had presented all of his 
evidence to Judge Withrow, the Court 
sustained a demurrer, holding that 
Brandt had failed to make his case. 
Sheridan Webster, attorney for Brandt, 
attacked the right of 32 students of the 
Concordia Seminary to vote in St. Louts. 
The students, on the witness stand, tes- 
tified that they had come to St. Louts 
with the intention of making this city 
their home. 

In deciding the case Judge Withrow 
said that Eigel had a plurality of votes 
and that Brandt was also unqualified to 
hold office, as he had not paid taxes for 
two years prior to the election.

Morgan [declares No Negotia- 
tions With the Government 
Have Taken Place.

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—The common 
stock of the U. 8. Steel Corporation 
jumped $5 a share on tremendous sales 
when the market opened this morning, 
adding $22,000,000 to the market value of 
the trust’s stocks. 

By noon a general decline in the mar- 
ket had pulled the shares back to within 
a point of the price at the close of yes- 
terday’s market. 

At the close all the gain had been 
wiped out. 

The great advance in price was the di- 
rect result of the defi issued last night 
by J. Pierpont Morgan, in which he de- 
fended the corporation, and said it 
would procede along its present lines 
and practically challenged prosecution. 

Trading in Steel was on an unprece- 
dented scale. The opening transactions 
was a block of 38,000 shares at 69% to 
62, a maximum gain of 5%. 

Within the first 15 minutee 130,000 
shares of this stock was traded in. The 
scene around the steel post on the floor 
of the Stock Exchange was one of wild 
confusion. 

Morgan’s Statement.

line from him in 15 years. 
Wife Was Deserted. 
“When I got back home I remem- 


ber my mother crying and taking me 
on her lap. and telling mé: ‘Your 
papa’s gone and I don’t think that we 
will ever see him again.’ He was 
the owner of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of bank stock, which he sold, 
taking the proceeds with him and 
leaving *us only our home, in which 
my mother had such a strong equity 
that he could not dispose of it, though 
he had attempted to mortgage it.” 

Sutherland’s niece, Mrs. Robinson, who 
knew her uncle well in her girlhood, 
living in the same city with him, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter what she knew 
of his Canadian life. 

“Sutherland,” said Mrs. Robinson, 
“was a magnificent specimen of physical 
manhood in his youth, big and force- 
ful and pompous. His folk and his 
wife’s folk’ had intermarried in Scot- 
land and the two families emmigrated 
to Canada together on the same boat, 

“His wife was only 16 years old when 
he married her. But it was considered 
a happy marriage and for many years 
they progressed finely. Sutherland was 
a man to succeed. His parents had at- 
tained enough wealth to send him to 
Prince Edward’s College, from which he 
was graduated in the law. He soon be- 
came one of the leading lawyers in 
Charlottetown. He made money and 
built a woolen mill and a starch mill 
and was elected a member of the pro- 
vincial Parliament. 


Took a Partner. 

“He went into partnership in the law 
business with W. A. Weeks. Weeks had 
married Georgie McDonald, datfghter of 
the pastor of the Presbyterian Church, 
of which both were members. Weeks 
died suddenly, after he had become the 
father of two children, both girls. His 
death caused much gossip, but as he 
had been a delicate man and it was 
known, or generally: believed, that he 
had tuberculosis, there was ‘no official 
inquiry into the cause of his death.

DROP TEN POINTS; 
STOCK 15 OFF 5 


Vice-President Miller | Denies 
There Is Any Foundation for 
Receivership Rumors. 


Traders in the stock markets of St. 
Louis and New York were excited 
Wednesday over a tumble in stocks 
and bonds of the Wabash Railroad. In 
an hour and a half 4 per cent Wabash 
bonds dropped from 57 to 47, while com. 
mon stock slumped from 25 to 19. 

The drop in the price of the road’s 
bonds is the lowest quotation in their 
history. 

The decline in Wabash issues came 
simultaneously with a sharp break in 
Steel, St. Paul and other standard is- 
sues, all of which had opened well above 
Tuesday's closing prices. 

The usual trading of the day was in- 
terrupted while brokers and dealers 
gathered to discuss the probable cause 
of the break. Rumors were plentiful, 
but information was extremely scant. 


Rumor of Litigation. 
It was said that impending litigation 


in which the Wabash was to figure 
-had caused it. There were wild rumors 
that company was about to go into 
the heads of a receiver. 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch saw 
Henry Miller, vice-president and gener- 
al manager of the road, at luncheon at 
the Noonday Club. He was asked about 
the receivership rumor. 

‘There is absolutely no foundation for 
any such rumor,”’ he said. “I have no 
idea whatever as to where such a rumor 
could have started.” 

Wabash’s Turn. 

He was asked what in his opinion 
caused the slump in bonds and stocks. 

“I have no more idea than you,” he 
said, “unless it is on account of the 
fact that the market has had a general 
downward tendency and it seems the 
stocks and bonds have each taken turn 
in being assaulted. I guess it is now 
the Wabash Railroad’s turn.” 


Jeffery Says Wabash Conditions Are 
Unchanged. 

A sharp decline in the securities of the 
Wabash Railroad on the Stock Exchange 
today caused reports that the railroad 
was in difficulties and E. T. Jeffery, 
chairman of the Wabash authorized the 
following statement: 

“The ‘position of the Wabash is no 
different today than it was a week ago 
or a month ago. Rumors of a receiver- 
ship are entirely unfounded.”’

In considering a bill providing for the 
recall of public officers, the House of 
Delegates Tuesday night discovered the 
engrossed copy of the measure as it 
passed the Council last April had been

TOULON, France. Sept. 27.—The tre- 
mendous force of the explosion which 
destroyed the battleship Liberte Mon- 
day was again indicated today when a 
piece of the Liberte’s armor plate was 
lifted from the side of the battleship

The broken plate weighed 37 tons and 
had been hurled 22% yards.

V/7ith Federal Posse in Pursuit, Man Who 
Escaped From Hospital While Awaiting

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 27.~Dr. J. 
Grant Lyman, promoter and organizer 
of enterprises involving millions, is 
headeti across the foothills for the 
Siskigon Mountains today with a Fed- 
eral posse in pursuit. With Lyman is 
L. B. Thornett, a hospital nurse, who 
aided the promoter’s escape from an 
Oakland hospital where he was held by 
the Federal authorities Sunday night. 

Lawrence Galindo, the chauffeur who 
drove the two men to Sacramento after 
the escape, has been arrested and has 
confessed. 

Lyman was arrested by Postoffice of- 
ficials in San Francisco Sept. 8, on com- 
plaint of Los Angeles investors in a 
Panama jand scheme, Who declared they 


moter attempted to escape arrest and 
injured his knee, necessitating his de- 
tention at an Oakland hospital pending 
his recovery. 

Nurse Was Drugegeed. 

It was learned that Lyman was 
known to exclusive social circles in sev- 
eral cities, that he had promoted vari- 
ous land, mining and dévelopment 
schemes and that on two other occa- 
sions he had been in trouble with Fed- 
eral officials. eo 

The escape from the hospital involved 
the drugging of a nurse, C. W. Court- 
wright, and a plot by whish Thornett, 
a previous acquaintance of Lyman, was 
employed as a nurse in the hospital, 
according to the Federal officials. 

The promoter, who on account of his 
genial good. nature was allowed un- 
usual privileges at the’ hospital, asked 
the nurses in charge at 10:30 o’clock 
Sunday morning to be allowed to go to 
the hat room. Half an hour later, when

the patient did not return, the nurses 
investigated and found that Lyman had 
disappeared, an open window revealing 
the method of his escape. 

Encounter Expected Today. 
United States Marshal Elliott imme- 
diately was notified and the police called 
in to aid in the search, which may end 
today in an encounter between Lyman 
and Thornett, who are known to. be 
armed, and a posse consisting of United 
States marshals, Shasta County deputy 
sheriffs and State police. 

Lyman, at the time of his escape, used 

crutches. Whether the seriousness of 
his injuries was exaggerated to aid in 
his intended flight has not been Weter- 
mined. But he is of portly build and 
in ill health, and, accustomed to lux- 
urious living as he is, faces a disagreea- 
ble adventure in seeking safety in the 
inhospitable canyong of the Sisklyou 
Mountains. 
Galindo, who lives in Oakland, is a 
youth of good reputation, and it is be- 
lieved that he did not know that he was 
aiding in a flight from justice in taking 
Lyman and Thornett to Sacramento. 


Used Two Machines. 
The Federal authorities are still 


withholding part of Galindo’s story, 
but it is known that two machines 
were used in the journey to~ Sacra- 
mento, one of which was obtained 
at Marysville, 

Two women are known to have 
been with the fugitives at the time 
of the escape, but the Federal offi- 
clals have failed to learn their 
identity.

IMPROVE HEALTH 


Pure Food Chief Here to Speak, 
Says City Otwes Peculiar 
Debt to Its School Children. 


AGAINST COLORED DRINKS 


Handling of Meat Could Be Bet- 
tered—Smoke Suppression 
_ Fight Is Indorsed. 


Dr. Harvey W. Wiley told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday morning 
of a few things that St. Louis needs in 
the way of improved health conditions. 
The interview took place at the home 
of Dr. Wiley’s host, Dr. Herman von 
Sc:.renk, 4139 McPherson avenue, just 

before the pure food expert left with 

Frank P. Crunden for an automobile 
tour of the city, to end at the City Club 
luncheon. 

Dr. Wiley’s breakfast at the Von 
Schrenk home consisted of hominy grits, 
biscuits, scrambled eggs, lamb chops 
and two cups of coffee. 

Smoke -;uppression, the milk supply, 
better care of school children’s health, 
and greater precautions in the handling 
of meat were the things which he dis- 
cussed with the reporter as of prime im- 
portance here. He said his @ity Club 
address would also touch on the sub- 
jects of water supply, sewage and street 
cleaning. 

Duty to School Children. 

‘In its duty toward schoo] children,” 
said Dr. Wiley, “the city is a sort of 
guper-parent. It should provide the best 
ventilation, medical and dental inspec- 
tion and ample playgrounds. 

“Playground exercises are as impor- 
tant as arithmetic or geography. A man 
can get along without knowing what 
river empties into the Sea‘of Azov, but 
he cannot get along with a diseased 
lung. : 

“Tea, coffee and cigarettes should be 


kept from school children, and any par-| 


ent who neglects his duty in this respect 
should have it performed for him by the 
city. The sale of cheap colored drinks 
should be stopped. Some medicated soft 
drinks are more -harmful to children 
than tea or coffee. 

“The handling of meat in shops here 
is careless as compared with Eastern 
cities. Meat should not, under any cir- 
cumstances, be left lying on the chop- 
ping block. It should be kept under 
glass and on ice. The butcher should 
sterilize his instruments after using 
them on one piece of meat before touch- 
ing another with them. 
- “In Eastern cities the butcher is 
_ ‘pot permitted to cut a bologna sausage, 
‘and then turn around and use the same 
“Khia, without cleansing, to cut tender- 

loin steak. He must sterilize it between 
the two operations. Those rules caused 
complaint when they were first institut- 
ed in other cities, but now the butchers 
are strongly in favor of them . 

“I’m glad St. Louis is paying attention 
to the milk problem. The Government 
has been on tle same trail for some 
time. We can deal only with inter- 
state shipments, but these constitute 
a large part of the city’s milk supply. 

“The Government has two inspectors 
who receive monthly and weekly in- 
structions from headquarters at Wash- 
ington, supplemented by daily tele- 
graphic instructions. A chemist and 
a bacteriologist work on the samples 
which theye obtain. The inspectors go 
to the shipping points in Illinois and 
mark certain cans, then open those 
eans after they reach St. Louis. There 
have been 50 prosecutions and 25 con- 
victions in cases growing out of their 
investigations. 

, Smoke Enemy to Health. 

“Smoke is one of the greatest enemies 
to health in cities. There is no excuse 
for smoke in cities. Smoke from resi- 
‘dence and factory chimneys can be 
abated. In Washington, where soft coal 
is burned, there is a $100 fine for any- 
ene who creates smoke more than three 
Minutes. And it has to be paid, too. 
» *"Locomotives cannot keep from smok- 
ing. Therefore they should be kept out 
of cities, and electric traction should 
be used instead. 

“I gee,the drinking cup law is being 
enforced on trains. Smoke does a thou- 
sand-fold more harm than common 
drinking cups could ever do. 

“For general reasons of health and 
sanitation, factories should be removed 
from this city and all cities to the 
country. The city should be a place 
of exchange and of homes, not a pro- 
ducing point. The space now occupied 
by factories in St. Louis should be 
used for play grounds.”’ 

He Shows Effects of Diet. 

Dr. Wiley is 6 feet 2 inches tall, and 
his 235 pounds show the effects of a 
pure food diet, liberally bestowed. 

“I'm glad to hear that St. Louis is 
getting after dirty milkmen,” he said 
durins a few moment's pause at the

‘pline that can be given them.

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Local Doctors in Four Conflicting Views On

; 
Some Would Consider Euthana- 
sia if Approved by Members 
of Patient’s Family. 





Euthanasia as a means of providing 
an easy death for incurable sufferers 
to prevent prolonged agony was ap- 
proved, under certain conditions, by sev- 
eral St. Louis doctors in a discussion of 
the subject Tuesday night at the meet- 
ing of the St. Louis Society of Medical 
Research at the Marquette Hotel. Other 
doctors denied the right of a physician 
to administer a death potion under any 
circumstances. 

The expressed opinions of the physi- 
cians may be classified in four divisions, 
each having its champions ar2 »oppon- 
ents. 

Dr. Paul R. Fletcher, who read a 
paper opening the discussion, op- 
posed administéring an aid to death, 
and declared that a doctor is not an 
executioner. , 

Dr. Willis Young approved the use 
of euthanasia as a means of easy 
death when a member of the family 
or near relative requested that they 
be relieved of misery when death 
was only a question of a few hours. 

Dr. ‘A. F. Stephens took a mid- 
dle ground and denied a doctor the 
right to administer the fatal opiate 
to cause death, but said that it is 
pardonable to place the means of 
death within the reach of the in- 
curable patient so that he may make 
his choice between life and death. 

Dr. L. M. Ottofy, president of the 
society, opposed euthanasia as an 
easy death to prevent suffering, but 
advocated a legalized euthanasia for 
imbecileg. 

In opening the discussion Dr. Fletcher 
referred to the biblical command “Thou 
Shalt Not Kill,” and declared that 
euthanasia as a means of causing delib- 
erate death is a hell-born heresy of the 
modern day and that physicians should 
fight it with every weapon at their 
command. 


Attacks Euthanasia. 
“This monstrous doctrine if it be le- 


galized would be seized upon by both 
th- heartless and ‘the hopeless, and in 
devious ways, lead to the destruction of 
a human obstacle to wealth, power, and 
greed,”” he said. It should not bo a 


one.

Any Means Is Human. 

Dr. A. T. Stephens differed with Dr. 
Fletcher in the use of the power placed 
in the hands of a physician. . He’ said 
that no power was granted to man 
which it was not intended he should 
use, 

“Any means that will relieve the suf- 
ferer is human,’’ he said. ‘Yet it is not 
in the province of any man to take from 
another that which he cannot return. A 
physician has it in his power to take 
life, but he cannot return it. There- 
fore the doctor should not take life 
through euthanasia. 

“But if the usefulness of a life has 
passed and the patient is incurable and 
seeks death, an easy death is not to be 
condemned. In that case it is pardon- 
able to place the instrument of relief 
within reach of the patient. He.may 
do with it what he pleases. It is for 
him to choose.”’ v 


Day of Cure Is Coming. 
Dr. E. F. Brady opposed euthanasia 


and said that in his opinion the day is 
not far distant when no ailment will be 
incurable. 

“A physician’s function is to cure and 
not to kill,’”’ he declared. “Everyone 
comes into life with some physical hanéc- 
icap, but it does not follow that he 
should be deprived of life. There is no 
jvstification for those who practice 
euthanasia. Who can say absolutely 
that any disease is incurable? The last 
word has not been said in the trea’‘ment 
of any ailment. The idea of a doctor 
acting as an executioner is abhorren..”’ 

Dr. Willis Young said that he hesi- 
tated to discuss the subject aloud. 

Temptation Is Strong. 

“It is the most serious problem in 
life,” he said. “If anyone dear to me, 
a member of my family or relative, is 
suffering from an incurable disease and 
is in the last stages, with only a few 
hours to live and that in agony, I hope 
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INCURABLES? 


One Doctor Would Solve Prob- 
lem by Leaving Fatal Draft 
in Reach of Patient. 





I may have the bigness of character, at 
his réquest, to end his life. My prayer 
is that it will never be put squarely up 
to me to have to use euthanasia in 
such a case. The temptation woumM be 
very strong.”’ 

The use of euthanasia to produce re- 
lief in the last hours of a dying pa- 
tient is commended by Dr. D. M. Gib- 
son, but he said that its use to shorten 
life is willful murder. 

“It is justifiable to enable the patient 
to go to sleep in death painle:.ly, and I 
do not believe doctors wili ever relin- 
quish the hypodermic needle in the last 
stages of tetanus or kindred ailments,”’ 
he declared. ‘“‘Yet as a means of de- 
liberate ending of life, eutnanasia is to 
be condemned.’ 

Euthanasia for Imbeciles, 

Dr. Ottofy recommended that eutha- 
nasia be legalized for imbeciles who are 
a burden on themselves, their relatives 
and the world. 

“There are cases where death is pref- 
erable to life,’’ he said. “‘But the doctor 
who will advocate killing so-called in- 
curables simply to prevent suffering, 
places himself on a par with the cattle 
killer or hangman. This is not eutha- 
nasia, but is homicide. If a law can ve 
passed to legalize the death of incurable 
imbeciles, heartily advocate such a 
law.”” — 

Dr. T. W. Conzelman stated that he 
questioned the right of a doctor to force. 
a patient to take medicine to prolong a 
life of suffering when the patient de- 
mands that he be allowed to die. 

“Where the vital functions are 
quickly slipping away and the patient 
exercised his right to refuse to take 
medicine, I doubt whether it is the 
right of the physician to say that his 
wish should not be obeyed,” he said. 

Euthanasia as a means of providing 
an easy death was distinguished from 
deliberate killing to prevent suffering 
by Dr. Scott Parsons. He said that 
every physician practices euthanasia 
indirectly. when he administers opi- 
ates to prevent. painful death, but he 
does not approve of shortening life’s 
functions,

Well-to-Do Plumber Thought 
Attorney Representing Chil- 
dren Was His Lawyer.

Is Record-Breaking Town. 


IRE CHIEF N. T. PIERCE of 
Eo Xenia, Ill., comes from a town 
that prides itself on being the 
smallest city in the world that has a 
fire engine and complete electric alarm 
system. Among other things in the 
record-breaking line he claims for his 
town are that there are 56 widows in 
Xenia, that the population of the place 
has been steadily decreasing for sev- 
eral years, and that there has not been 
a fire for more than a year. 

“Five years ago we had 1200 popula- 
tion,” he told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

‘‘Now we have 700. The young fellows 
grow up and leave for the larger cities 
and the next census shows a falling off. 
We have no skyscrapers, but we have 
one of the best volunteer fite depart- 
ments in the world. In our electric 
system there is a gong in the bedroom 
of every member of the department, 
and gongs are placed in the stores 
in which members work, so that they 
can be summoned quickly.” 

Pierce says he believes he materially 
discouraged fires in his town two years 
ago, with the aid of his wife. 

“Six years ago a millinery store burned 
and the blaze took three other stores | 
with it. The fire looked suspicious, but | 
we had no evidence against the woman 
who owned the store.

Last Fire in the Town. 


‘6 NE of my firemen got a line of 
C) hose inside of the building 

and later reported to me that 
the millinery stock was scanty inside 
and that most of it had been removed. 
Our hose was cut five times during that 
fire and we had a-strenuous time to 
protect other buildings. 

“The next day I enlisted the ald of 
iny wife and got. her to take the .mil- 
liner out for a ride to settle her nerves. 
While the women rode about the coun- 
try roads I took the insurance adjuster 
and climbed into a window at the mil- 
linér’s home. There we found almost 
the entire millinery stock that was sup- 
posed to have been burned in the store. 
“‘When the woman returned, the ad- 
juster told her what we had found. The 
steck was insured for $3000. The woman 
was offered $200 to settle the loss and 
escape prosecution. She accepted the 
money and left the city for parts un- 
known. That is the last fire we have 
had in Xenia.”’ 


Electric Irons and Fires. 


IMON KELLERMANN, Illinois 
State Statistician of Fires, says 
that the use of electricity has add- 

ed 3. new cause of fires in his records. 

“Quite a percentage of fires these 
days are caused by carelessness of wom- 
en in using electric irons,’”’ he said with 
asmile. ‘‘The electric iron i§ absolutely 
safe if women would not be so forget- 
ful. 

“Nowadays some of my reports read 
something like this: ‘Woman ironing 
with electric iron. Went to answer door 
bell and forgot to turn off the elec- 
tric current. Ironing board caught fire, 
flames spread to woodwork, house on 
fire, firemen called, much excitement. 
Damage $2000.’ ’’ 


Fireman’s Trousers Burned. 


HIS reminded Chief Charles Kirby 

3 of the Swift’s Fire Department in 

National City, Il., of a fire caused 

by an electric iron that gave the fire 

fighters much worry in their own quar- 
ters. 

“A fireman was pressing his trousers 
with an electric iron when an alarm of 
fire came in,” he related. ‘‘The fireman 
jumped to the pole and slid down. He 
forgot to turn off the switch. When he 
returned from the run on a false alarm. 
the fireman had no trousers and the 
sleeping apartments of the fire quarters 
were ablaze. The damage was‘$300 and 
the Chief gave the fireman a good lec- 
ture on carelessness.”’ 


Sauerkraut Stops a Blaze. 


HERE are various ways to put out 
7% a fire without using water, ac- 
cording to Simon Kellermann’s 
records. He told of a fire chief that 
stopped a blaze with sauerkraut before 
the fire fighters arrived. 

“Two years ago Dennis Hentz, chief of 
the Edwardsville (Ill.) Fire Department, 
who now is dead’ responded to an alarm 
and found that the blaze was in a cot- 
tage outside of the city limits and a long 
way from the water mains,’’ Kellermann 
said. ‘“‘Hentz found several barrels of 
Sauerkraut stored in the cellar. He 
‘knew that salt water is one of the best 
fire extinguishers known, and that 
sauerkrant is stored in salt water. 

“Hentz ordered the barrels rolled out 
and with buckets the spectators were 
instructed to throw the sauerkraut and 
water on the flames. A few minutes 
later the inside of the building was well 
sprinkled with sauerkraut, and the fire 
had been extinguished.’’ 


Flames Put Out With Beer. 


EMONADE has been used as a fire 
eS extinguisher in Alton, Ill., accord- 
ing to Kellerman. He says that 
he unofficially heard of beer being used 
te put out a fire, but he will not vouch 
for the story. He paid he had heard 
that at a brewery fire, when the water 
Supply gave out, the hose lines were 
placed in vats of beer and turned on the 
flames.” When the firemen discovered 
the change they almost forgot the blaze 
and suddenly had to have a drink. 

“I heard that story, but have no rec- 
ords in my office to prove it,”’ Keller- 
man said. ‘‘The lemonade story is based 
on facts. 

“During the driving races at Aurora, 
Ill., in 1894, a fire broke out in one of 
the booths under the grand stand. The 
Chief of the fire department was at 
the races when the blaze was discovered. 
He saw the danger and took charge. 

“There was no water handy, but sev- 
eral barrels of lemonade stood in a 
nearby booth. The chief got a bucket 
and dipped into the lemonade. Before 
the fire department arrived the lemon- 
ade had put out the fire.” 


June Bug Causes Alarm. 


M. CLEMENTS of Kansas City, a 

traveling representative of a fire 

* alarm telegraph company, has 

had many amusing experiences in the 

flie-fighting business. He vouches for 
the truth of his anecdotes. 

“A June bug, one of the lightning va- 
riety, caused a general alarm of fire to 
be turned in in Washington, D. C., sev- 
ert] years ago, and caused the wildest 
excitement’ throughout the city,” he 
said. ‘The alarm was turned in .from 
one of the Government buildings—the 
Army Building, I think. 

“The June bug had been buzzing about 
an office in which there was a very 
nervous clerk. The clerk went after the 
poor little bug with a broom. He held 
the brush end of the broom in his hand 
and struck at the bug with the stick. 
He became so excited he did not know 
he had hit off the automatic general 
alarm until fire wagons bore down upon 
the building from all directions and a 


crowd of thousands had gathered.”

BANKERS IDENTIFY 


Man Who Posed as Wallace Ad- 
mits Identity as Trick De- 
ceives Him. 


POLICE SAY HE CONFESSED 


Say Man Is Notorious ' Forger 
and Has Admitted Cashing 
Many Checks. 





After holding out for hours in the 
face of positive identification by St. 
Louisans, that he was Walter H. Wai- 
lace of New York, Larkin J. Flannigan 
of Osceola, Ark., admitted his identity 
Wednesday. He was arrested Tuesday 
night for an $1800 forgery in Memphia, 


and later it was discovered that he had 


been accused of a $200 forgery here. 

He was trapped into the admission 
by Superintendent Shea of the Police 
Bureau of Identification. Shea told him 
he had just been talking to a convict 
who served time with him ig the Ten- 
nessee Penitentiary. 

“Who ‘nidged’ on me?” he exclaimed 
suddenly, thereby acknowledging the 
whole thing and introducing the St. 
Louis police into the newest slang 
word for “snitching’’ or tale-bearing. 
When he saw how he had _  0»been 
trapped, he admitted the rest of it, 
told of his Tennessee imprisonment 
and, the police say, confessed to crim- 
inal operations in Boston-and several 
North Carolina towns. 

Flannigan, who is the son of a wealthy 
banker at Osceola, Ark., was arrested 
Tuesday afternoon at Seventh and Lo- 
cust streets by Supt. Mosher of the St. 
Louis Pinkerton office. The specific of- 
fense for which he was wanted was 
forging his father’s name to a draft for 
$1800, cashed in Memphis. 

The man held firmly to his story that 
he was Walter H. Wallace. Early 
Wednesday morning he was identified 
positively by W. G. Unger, paying teller 
of the Commonwealth Trust Co., who 
said he cashed a forged $200 check for 
the young man July 24. 

R. L. Gurney of the Mércantile Trust 
Co. also identified him. Gurney said he 
found Flannigan a job in the real estate 
department of his concern at one time. 
When he was arrested $257 was found 
in the man’s possession. The Common- 
wealth Trust Co. at once took steps to 
attach it to reimburse itself for the loss 
on the bad check.

Despite Union Order Men Walk 
Out at Company’s Mem- 
phis Shops. 

NUMBER IS IN DOUBT 
Official of Road Declares Few

CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—Shopmen employ- 
ed by the Illinois Central Railroad at 
Memphis, Tenn., have joined the ranks 
of the striking clerks. This was ad- 
mitted by W. L. Park, vice-president of 
the railroad, after information from 
union headquarters had indicated that 
a general walkout of machinists had 
taken place at Memphis.

DUMAS, Ark., Sept. 27.—Breaking into 


the county jail here and overpowering 


officers in charge, a mob of 100 men 
took Charles Malpass Sr., a white man, 
to a water tank and lynched him today. 

The lynching followed a fight which 
took place late yesterday at_the home 
of Malpass in which Sheriff W. D. Pres- 
ton, Deputy Sheriff Barney Stiel and 
two mulatto sons of Malpass were killed 
and Malpass wounded. 

The officers had gone to the Malpass 
home to arrest the two sons. 

Malpass’ injuries were at first be- 
lieved to be mortal, but when he was 
brought here and placed in jail, his 
wounds were found not to be serious. 

The wife of Charles Malpass Sr., a 
negress, and Malpass’ younger son, a 
young mulatto, escaped from the house 
during the fighting. 

The authorities say they do not think 
the negress and the boy engaged in the 
fight yesterday, and for this reason it 
is rot thought the two will be sought. 

The authorities say there was intense 
feeling against the Malpass family be- 
cause Malpass had married a negress.

FIRE PREVENTION. 

Fires due to arson are so prevalent that at- 
tendants on the national meeting of firemen 
here are giving it consideration as a special 
problem. In Ohio alone it was reported last year 
that 76 persons had designedly caused fires, 46 
being sent to prison and 80 to asylums. 

We may assume that this problem will work 
itself out. Certainly in Ohio arson may be ex- 
pected to diminish rapidly and in other states the 
criminal laws are adequate to the offense. But 
for fires attributed to causes almost as criminal 
in nature, the outlook is less satisfactory. Of 
losses aggregating $234,000,000 last year, 60 per 
cent are classified as clearly preventable. The 
idea that such an appalling total is permitted in 
disasters which proper safeguards would avert is 
shocking. With the destruction to property, 
nearly 1500 Americans annually lose their lives 
by fires, besides those who survive with in- 
juries. 

A yearly fire loss of $150,000 in Berlin and of 
almost ten times as much in Chicago shows that, 
as in medicine, the true remedy is in preventive 
measures. St. Louis, which has an admirable 
building code, is making gratifying progress in 
this direction. Barring such exceptional fires 
as those of the present year in lumber yards, the 
showing in the city fire record may be expected 
to be increagjngly satisfactory as old structures 
are replaced by buildings of modern construction

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THE BEST FAOILTY. 

St. Loufs needs better facilities for handling 
its always increasing volume of mail. As this 
yail includes registered letters and packages, an 
adequate terminal railway postoffice may increase 
the ease and safety of handling all mail passing 
through it, including registered mail. 

That, however, is not the answer when it is 
a question of the loss of a $25,000 package. In a 
statement attributed to the Postmaster, it is said 
that the loss “shows the need of a terminal rail- 
way postoffice,” but this is what the logic books 
call a “‘non sequitur.” According to all logic, ap- 
proved by all authorities on that science, the 
theft of $25,000 shows the need of enforcing re- 
sponsibility by detecting and punishing the thief 
and by taking care, through system, that the op- 
portunities for such thefts shall never be greater 
than the opportunities for the speedy detection 
and punishment of thieves. That is logic. It does 
not interfere with better facilities for handling 
mail with money in it or without. It makes offi- 
cial honesty the best facility.

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WAITRESSES’ WORKING HOURS. 

The demand of the waitresses that they be in- 
cluded in\the enforcement of the law limiting the 
hours of labor of female employes brings up again 
the question of what the lawmakers intended 
when they passed this act. 

In order to cover restaurants, the law must be 
interpreted so as to include these places as “‘man- 
ufacturing establishments,” or “mechanical and 
mercantile establishments,” or “workshops.” 

According to Webster’s Dictionary, a manufac- 
tory is a place where something is made; a build- 
ing where something is manufactured. A “me- 
chanical and mercantile” establishment is an an- 
omaly not defined, the combination of words be- 


ing evidently dte to the carelessness of those 


who drafted the law. A mechanical establish- 
ment, of course, is one in which mechanism is 
used, while a mercantile establishment is one 
where things are sold.. A workshop is “a shop 
where any manufacturing or repair is carried 
on.” . | 

Taking any one or all of these definitions, a 
restaurant might be held to come under the law. 


In most if not all restaurants raw material is 


worked up into the finished product; things are 
made. There is usually more or less mechanism 
in the place; and sales of the goods made go on 
all the time.

BUSINESS AND THE LAW. 

“It cannot be too positively stated,” remarks 
Attorney-General Wickersham, “that the depart- 
ment is not inaugurating a campaign against the 
business interests of the country or an indiscrim- 
inate attack on all large, prosperous concerns.” 

It would be a gross outrage if the department 
were doing anything of this sort. No sensible cit- 
izen expects it to make war on business. The 
greatest care—conscientious discrimination—in 
taking action against corporations.is the duty of 
the department officers. It is as much the duty 
of prosecuting officers to protect the innocent as 
to punish the guilty. : : 
| Nor is there objection to Mr. Wickersham’s de- 
sire that the business interests adjust their or- 
ganizations to the provisions of the law without 
legal proceedings. Business must conform to 
law and the department should welcome the ef- 
forts of corporation managers to understand the 
law and obey its requirements. 

But the law must be enforced against law- 
breakers. The proof of guilt should be followed 
by swift punishment. It is not sound policy to 
condone all offenses and permit violations.of the 
law to pass unpunished. 

There must not be a private understanding be- 
tween Government officials and Big Business 
that the law is not to be rigidly enforced, such 
as there was in 1896 and 1900, under which the 
Repubjican campaign was financed. There must 
be no yielding to trust demands in return for 
slush funds as in 1904. There must be no wheed- 
ling and coddling of trust malefactors, with the 
consequent impression in Wall street that trust 
prosecutions are mere political expedients. 

What business needs more than anything else 
is a clear interpretation of the law and vigorous 
law enforcement. Business men have a right to 
know what they must do to avoid prosecution. 
They should also be assured that no law breaker 
will escape prosecution. The sooner uncertainty 
is eliminated and business is brought to a sound, 
legal basis the better. Prosperous activity will 
then revive. 

The imprisonment of deliberate and willful law, 
breakers will do more to accomplish this end 
than anything else.

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THE SOCIALIST DEMAND FOR PEAOE. 

European Socialists having practical ideas of 
the brotherhood of man are making application 
of them. A mass meeting in Paris was attended 
by 15,000 of them and formal protest was made 
against war with Germany. In Italy the Govern- 
ment has been notified that a general strike will 
be called if war is made on Turkey. 

In both cases there is excellent opportunity Yor 
the application ofthe demand for continued peace. 
In neither case is there involved any question 
that appeals to the patriotism of the masses. War 
between France and Germany would grow out 
of a dispute over territorial expansion. The dif- 
ferences between Italy and Turkey are the same. 

Socialism in its search for economic justice is 
the antithesis of militarism. It knows no inter- 
national boundaries. It is-opposed to war, the 
war spirit and war taxes not as a matter of senti- 
ment, but as the cause of industrial slavery and 
poverty. Conversely war, war taxes and the war 
spirit are the cause of the great growth of Social- 
ism. 

In Germany Socialism is stronger than in 
France and similarly minded for, similar reasons. 
Not only have the Socialists of the two coun- 
tries no quarrel with each other, but they have 
the same aims, purposes and ideals. But there 
being no war, how much the Soolalists have con- 
tributed to the hope of peace may only be con- 
jectured. But it is conceivable, in the light of the 
present situation, that peace in Europe is more 
likely to become permanent because the idea of 
war is becoming more and more abhorrent to the 
people than because of any treaties that govern- 
ments may negotiate. :

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Is OLD EARTH SLOWING DOWN.? 

The story of Prof. Louis A. Bauer’s supposed 
discovery that the earth will probably stop turn- 
ing on its axis in the year 5231, told in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch, is not alarming, of course, be- 
cause none of us expects to be here to verify the 
forecast. We feel a mild sensation of disturb- 
ance, perhaps, because we are morally certain 
that if the orb does cease revolving, it will be 
a very serious matter for distant posterity. 

The reassuring factor in regard to all these sci- 
entific predictions is the knowledge which is 
being emphasized by the most modern discoveries, 
that nature does not run like a clock which has 
a certain amount of energy in its coiled spring, 
which once exhausted necessitates the stoppage 
of the movement. Natural forces have a way of 
apparently taking a rest and then showing re- 
newed activity. The theory that the earth has 
gone on cooling, slowly but surely, each century 
showing a definite decrease in the heat of the 
globe, is falsified by the facts of the glacial peri- 
‘od, which is entirely unaccounted for by. that 
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ithe State, to be sure, is bare, but a considerable 
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disaster so great as that pictured by Prof. Bauer 

are as likely to come trué as weather forecasts 

during a drouth.

Back of the selling movement, 
which lowered prices over 1 cent in 
the late trading, was favorable crop 
advices from the Argentine and an 
official report placing the wheat 
acreage there at 17,030,000, against 
15,452,000 last year. 

An official estimate forecasting the 
wheat yield in the United Kingdom 
at 64,000,000 bu, against 68,000,000 bu 
also had a bearish influence on sen- 
timent. 

Domestic news was a standoff. The 
cash market was quiet and easy and 
the activity in the flour trade imme- 
diately following reciprocity’s defeat 
showed signs of dying out. Weather 
conditions in the Northwest tavored 
the movement and receipts were 
heavy. 

Minneapolis rolled up a total of 626 
cars of wheat, against 476 last week, 
and only 312 last year.

LED 10 EXPOSURE 


Secretary, Whom He Admits 
Having Met Through Flirt- 
ing, Is Blamed by Promoter 
for Having Told Business 
Secrets Through Jealous 
Pique. 


YOUNG WOMEN AT 
HIS RICH APARTMENT 


Former Member of Chorus 
Tells How Penny-a-Week- 
Interest Broker Lavished 
Money He Is Said to Have 
Won From Victims, 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, — 
NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—A dashing 
young woman in widow's ‘weeks who 
surrendered before the Federal grand 


jury, told the story of Jared Flagg 
and of’ his get-rich-quick schemes. 

This young woman was called into the 
investigation of Flagg and his opera- 
tions in order to save others from the 
blandishments of the widow-winning 
cappers for Flagge’s scheme. Evidence 
the Government now has corroborates 
all this young woman learned during the 
weeks she was attending the Saturday 
luncheons of the “Investors Club.” 

The business life of the 1-per-cent-a- 
week promoters has been a merry one 
of wine, women and song. Leading 
characters in their play have been two 
girls, Madeline Russe, Flageg’s secretary, 
missing since the raid on Flagg’s ‘‘brok- 
erage office’ last Saturday, and her 
predecessor in aspiring to Flage’s af- 
fections, Hazel Murray, a chorus girl. 

To the mad jealousy of these young girls 
may be traced the beginning of Flageg’s 
alleged “conspiracy” of prominent brok- 
ers, a lawyer and the postal authorities. 
Fails to Regain Books. 

Flagg failed in court to obtain from 
United States Judge Lacombe an order 
for the return of his books and papers 
by the District Attorney. Meanwhile 
the grand jury began its investigation. 
This afternoon Flagg and some of his 
associates may be held for trial. 

Isabell Russe, a sister of Madeline, 
promised the District Attorney to pro- 
duce her sister. She said _ that 
Madeline would today tell the whole 
truth about Flagg and his business—and 
she knew the details of the business 
better than any man in the office. 

Hazel Murray was edged out of the 
way by Madeline nine or ten months 
ago. Flagg, according to his own ac- 
count, met the little blond girl from 
White Plains by flirting with her in the 
Grand Central Station. Some time after 
this Madeline appears to have writ- 
ten the following letter, which was 
found among Flags’s papers: 

Letter From Girl Secretary. 

To Dear Jared—Just a line to thank 

you for taking Belle into the office 

with me, as it was just what I 

wished, but did not think it would 

happen so soon. 

I was 10 minutes late at noon on 
account of being interested in wil- 
low plumes at Macey’s. I saw a 
beautiful feather for $20 which I 
should love to have. I think I 
would rather buy a feather sepa- 
rately and then a hat and have it 
trimmed because it would then be 
just as I want it. What do you 
think? The shape would be $8, 

I don’t think I will get a dress 
this week as the hat is really all I 
want, 

I am beginning to understand the 
work much better now and find it 
more interesting. * * * If you have 
done nothing about changing your 
apartment, if it makes no particular 
difference to you, would you mind 
keeping the one on the Drive till 1 
see you Saturday? Has Hazel gone? 
If not, when will she go? 

MADELINBE. 
Jealous Girl Told Secrets. 

According to Flagg’s own relation of 
the incident, Madeline found stubs of 
checks to Haze] Murray soon after she 
was given employment in his office, and 
becamo jealous, and, as Flagg unfold- 
ed the etory, satisfied her pique by 
telling to a Wall street broker a)) 
Flageg’s business secrets. 

Hazel Murray was found, at 711 West 
106th street. At first she denied that 
she ever had heard of Jared Fiagz. 
Finally she admitted that she was well 
acquairtea with him, but he had given 
her substantial sums of money and that 
she had met Madeline Russe in Flage’s 
Riverside drive apartment. 

Miss Murray is about %, with fair 
skin, coal black hair and eyes and a 
slender figure. She was evidently nerv- 
ous and before the interview was over 
admitted that she was getting out, of 
town to avoid notoriety. 

Girl Visited Flagg’s Apartment. 
“I met Mr. Flagg sometime prior to 
January last at a performance of 
‘Madame X” and he took me out to din- 
ner many times,” she said. ‘Yes, I went 
to his Riverside Drive apartment, and I 
went to the theater with him.
